NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


For the last few weeks the proposed Hampstead Synagogue has been a 
ominent subject of discussion, The demands it has made upon our 
‘umns would have been inordinate had it not been something. more than 
merely local question. jut it is obvious that issues of the widest 

cuaracter are involved, The demand for a_ revised service which has 
been formulated by the Hampstead Synagogue Committee, and the reply 
which it elicited from the Chief Rabbi, are matters of the deepest concern 
to the Jewish public generally. Every member of the community, whether 
his religious views be liberal or orthodox, must find food for reflection in the 
fact that -a feeling of disappointment with the existing form of public worship 
has manifested itself among a moderate section of the London Jews. 
Nor can he miss the significance of the appeal which the Chief Rabbi makes 
t9 the Shulehan Aruch in justification of his decision on the various pomts of 
the Hampstead programme. The fact has to be faced that the Shulchan 
Aruch, which is to-day the law-book for North West London, may to-morrow 
‘be used to test the justice of a demand for religious changes which is put 
forth by some other body of English Jews. Thus the question, what con 

stitutes Jewish law, has been raised in the sharpest manner. During the 
past few days the Hampstead movement has entered on a new phase owing to 
the issue of a circular announcing an inténtion on the part of some of the 
residents in the district to establish a Sabbath afternoon service of a more 
modern character than is provided by the Synagogues—further evidence of a 
restlessness which betokens healthy spiritual feeling. The signatories of the 
circular are evidently inspired with the. very highest motives, and their plan 
is of such a character as completely to exonerate them from even the suspicion. 
of aiming at a schism or desiring to weaken. any Synagogue, 
At the same time it cannot too clearly be pointed out that to attend 

a service, however satisfying in the spiritual sense it may be, is not the whole 
duty of the Israelite, but that in addition he is bound, not only by a regard 
for his own interests, but by a consideration of communal duty, to maintain 
his connection with the Synagogue. The Synagogue has always been 
more than a House of Prayer; it has been a centre of communal life. And 
this wider character it must continue to possess, if Israel is to be ensured a 
continuance of healthy corporate existence, .

The letters which we published last week, one from Dr. Henry Joseph 


and the other from one of the emigrants, give a most distressing account of 
the sufferings of the company of Russian Jews who recently migrated to the 
Argentine Republic. The account is very disappointing after the cheerful 
impression we had all formed of their condition from the description given in 
Mr. VD. Hassan’s letter, which we printed some weeks ago, Even if we hap- 
pily find that their sufferings have keen exaggerated, it is yet certain, from the 
facts stated by Dr. Joseph, that the poor emigrants have thus far not 
improved their condition by their long voyage to South America, and that for 
the present further emigration thither must be discouraged It is 
useless to persuade poor men and women to migrate to foreign countries 
simply because they are poor and cannot earn a living at home. Due regard 
must be had to the capabilities of the would-be emigrants, and 
the prospects of their being able to exercise those capabilities in the country 
to which they propose to proceed. Those who cannot maintain themselves in 
their own country because they do not know a trade or yocation which 
affords them a livelihood, are not likely to fare better just because they go to a 
distant land where they are still farther hampered by ignorance of the language. 
and all the other drawbacks which inevitably attend a change of environment, 
The account of men and women landing at Buenos Ayres, many of them 
in a state of destitution, improvident enough to consume provisions in two 
days which ought to have lasted nearly two weeks, and then quarrelling among 
themselves instead of trying to make things better, is a picture of helplessness 
that all would do well to contemplate who consider emigration 
an easy solution of the problem how to ameliorate the condition of the 
downtrodden Jewish populations. — Provident, orderly, and industrious 
workers, skilled in useful trades, must succeed wherever they may be if only 
allowed fair play, and it is the first duty of those who advocate 
emigration to see that the intending emigrants possess these qualities, 


This year there seems.to have been a greater tendency to honour the

PROPOSED SYNAGOGUE AT HAMPSTEAD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—I regret that the letter signed by Mr. Samuel Moses, in your issue of the 
th inst., renders it necessary for me to trespass again upon your space, and upor 
the patience of your readers. 

I thought I had in my previous communication fairly described the situation at 
Hampstead, and I indulged in.the hope ‘hat it might have resulted in inducing the 
gentlemen engaged therein to abandon a work which Iam convinced is, at present 
as unnecessary as it is harmful. 


lam afraid that the movement found its birth in the disappointment caused in | 


sme quarters by the success of the scheme for the abolition of offerings in the St. 
John’s Wood Synagogue, but I thought that my earnest appeal would have smoothed 
over that feeling of disappointment. 

lam glad that in refuting the statements male by Mr. Moses I have in no way 
to reflect upon the accuracy of that estimable gentleman himself. He was 
“directed to make certain observations,and he made them; but, in turn, I have 
w observe that the statements he has been directed to make are incorrect. 

Let us review them scriatim : 

First.—I say once more that at least a very large majority, if not every 
member of the Committes (for I do not know who may have lately joined), reside 
within fifteen and some within ten minutes’ walk from the Synagogue in Abbey 
Road, whilst one of their number lives bat five minutes therefrom, ind many of its 
members are seatholders therein. 

Secondly.—As to the canvass, I do not know the line within which the Com- 
mittee has abstained from canvassing for seatholders, but I do know that it 
takes me exactly thirteen minutes to walk from my house to the Synagogue 
and that I, as well as my right and left-hand neighbours, have been so canvassed, 
If“a considerable part of the canvass has been made in districts two or three 
niles distant from St. John’s Wood,” it ought to be stated which part of St. John’s 
Wood is meant. If it be the St. John’s Wood Synagogue, then the canvass must 
have been made in the hay and corn-fields. 

Thirdly.—Though it is true that an enlargement of the St. John’s Wood Syna- 
gogue was proposed, the scheme was temporarily abandoned, partly because the 
wats still vacant have not been applied for; but an agreement has been made with 
the architect, under which the amount paid to him in connection with the pro- 
posed enlargement is to be deducted from his fees when it does take place. 

No one, unless fastidious as to the position of a seat, has been kept waiting, nor 
tas the price of any vacant seat prevented the managers from accommodating all 
‘pplicants at rentals in accordance with their particular means. 

There are noseats “ doubly let,” nor am I aware of the fact that one of the 
Hampstead Committee found his seat let twice over. The St. John’s Wood Syna- 
gogue has, however, a number of members who pay a small annual sum entitling 
‘hem to membership, but who have not, and do not wish to have, seats specially 
allotted to them. 

Fourthly.—The site upon which I have been told it is proposed to erect the new 
Synazozue is one mile from that in Abbey Road. The dis tance separating the latter 
from the Bayswater Synazgozue is one and three-quarter miles, but whilst seven- 
tighths of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue’s seatholders reside between it and the 
proposed site, but a small number live in the distance intervening between the 
Bayswater and St. John’s Wood Synagogues, and it is a fact that when the latter 
Was erected all canvass among seatholders of the former was studiously avoided. 

Fifthly.—With regard to the identity or non-identity of service, it is here that 
the hand that “directed ” Mr, Moses becomes apparent. I founded the earnest 
‘ppeal I made to my friends in my previous letter upon the fact that ine sia 
in the proposed Synagogue would be orthodox, even 4s is that of the St. Jone 
Wood Synagogue, The appeal was made upon broad grounds, involving TE

PROPOSED NORTH LONDON JEWISH LITERARY INSTITUTE.

Sir,—It gave me much pleasure to read in your issue of the 20th inat. the 
excellent letter of Sir P. Magnus, I cannot for one moment comprehend why this 
letter, which appears to have been‘in the possession of the Provisional Committee 
before their meeting of Sunday last, was not placed at the disposal of the company 
present at the time; as I venture to thick it would have been a valuable guide to 
them in their deliberations. 

Will you kindly allow me, through the medium of your influential paper, to 
ask the promoters of this institute, what need there is for the formation of classes 
such as proposed, in a oeighbourhood which has already in its midst a flourishing 
institute of a similar nature? Moreover, the ot jects of the institute in view do net 
appear to be very clearly defined, although an effort was made at the meeting to 
elicit some more definite information, which, however, did not appear to be forth- 
coming. 

Why should the public be appealed to fur funds to support an object which 
ought, if required, to be self-supporting? I should like to call the attention of the 
Provisional Committee to the fact that numerous clubs and other a*sociations are 
maintained as limited liability companies, Now, why could not this club, society, 
or institute, be started as a small limit d company with a capital say of £500, in 108. 
shares’? This will give the shareholders a direct personal interest, and would in ny 
opinion go further towards a satisfactory solution than could be obtained from charit- 
able donations, which in the first place should not be necessary, and secondly, could 
be far better bestowed in other directions, 

1 would now finally suggest that at the next public meeting convened for this 
object the Provisional Committee should come forward ful y prepared with a well- 
defined scheme on the lines I have mentioned, and which I feel assurcd wou d meet 
with the hearty support and co-operation of the distri >t.

When I took leave of him before his depariure for Venice in the carly autumn 
no trave of failing or feebleness of the pain or privation of age could be discerned in 
his kind, animated manner, in his benignant smile, or in his delightful conversation, 
which exactly resembled the quick turning of page after page of some sparkling 
biography. Surrounded by valuable, costly, and refined tokens of his early home 
in Florence,:living in short in a splendid London palace, neither condecension 
patronage, coldness, or caprice ever once chilled or mortified or saddened the heart 
that ‘worshipped him. lor he knew that I had not liked his wonderful poems for 
fashion’s sake. Long ere I knew him the blue and gold edition by Moxon of his 
verses was chosen for my gift, and it pleased him, praised by princes, courted by 
princesses, to know this ;for there was a simplicity, a sweetness in his disposition 
calling for confidence, and endearing even more the confidant. 

I think of him now aa I first knew him, nearly nine yéars since, in his old house, 
past which the broad canal silvered, and shadowed in gentle mimicry of his favourite 
Venice. No gondola moved the still grey waters, but heavy barges and tiny boats 
lay and tossed lazily, almost in a Venetian dream of indolence. I think of how good 


he was, how welcome he made me, how he wrote to me when absent, and how kindly 


and fully his sister, who lived with him, joined in this wonderful and remarkable 
friendship, and if these few sentences so sadly strung together seem rambling and 
disconnected, ther too docs memory ramble, wander astray, seeking to soothe the 
long pain of separation by dwelling on his indulgence, his encouragement to {rue 
aspiration, his courtesy to womanhood, his rospect for pure ideals, nntil tears swell 
the full tide, and they are all that I can offer now in remembranée of Robert 
Browning.

NTON RUBINSTEIN. 

Anton Rubinstein, & Biographical Sketch, by ALEXANDER M’ArruuR (Edinburgh. 
; Adam and Charles Black, 1389.) 

We have received for'review Dr. McArthar’s iaterestieg life of Anton 
Rebinateia which the author has dedicated to no lors a person than Madame 
Novikoff, one not in general favourably disposed to Jews. Yet the great musi- 
cian, whose festival has jast been colevrated at St. P.tersburg, has never made 
any secret of his Jewish birth. The correspondent of the Pall Mall Gacette, 
who recently interviewed him, found the History of the Jews on his table ; his 
settings of Byron’s Hebrew melodies and of Heine’s poems are among the most 
characteristic and beautiful efforts of his 

Anton Rabinstein was born oa the 28th November, 1829, at Wechwotiner, 
near Jassy in Moldavia, oae of a family which was ruled, children, children-in 
lw and grandchildren, with patriarchal despotism by his grandfather, ita head, 
Roman Rubinetcin. They were forced into Christianity by a ukase of Czar 
Nickolas. Roman gathered his little flock of 69 roand him at Borditscheff in the 
Government of Kief, and commanded them to “ become Christians if holy water 
aod chrism would make them Caristians.” The alternative was ruin, and they 
ingloriously obeyed. Gregor Rabinsteio, the composer's father, was not musical ; 
bat Anton’s mother, Clara Levenston, a German Jewess, was an excellent pirno 
forte player. Gregor went to Moscow where he established a peoci!l manufactory, 
Anton, his eldegt son, then 5. years old, a bright little fellow wth tangled curis 
falling about bis shoulders, sang to himself all day long. In 155) he played for 
icharity, and the 50th anniversary of this debut has jast. driven the musical 
world of Russia wild with excitement. Since that memorable year his career has 
been an unbroken series of triumphs. Many of us have heard him play in 
London: Toe Russians boast of him as their national masician ; but they can- 
not alter his birth, and it is an open secret-that, infant baptism notwithet nding, 
he is not a Christian by belief. <¢

JEWS AND GAMBLING. 

Uxz is almost inclined to regret that Jews did not develop their present love 
for games of chance at a very much: earlier period in their history. Not that 
this predilection is by any means modern; far from being so, it existed in 
Talmudic times, and has ever since maintained its place despite the most 
nigorous efforts to eradicate its influence. But “ancient” and ‘ modern” 
are purely relative terms, and what must be termed “‘ancient’’ in respect to 
the peoples of Europe would deserve no such title as far as the history of the 
Jews is concerned. Ancient Israel was quite innocent of participation in any 
games of chance whatsoever. Yet this innocence was not the outcome of the 
complete absence of temptation or sugges*‘*n. In ancient Egypt, both priests 
ind laity, as hieroglyphic inscriptions prove, played games of dice, which were 
familiar also to Indians and Persians from remotest antiquity. Jews must 
therefore have witnessed these pastimes without seeking to share 
them. Had they done so, had they too become devotees of games of hazard, 
the Mosaic code would probably have regulated the habit and prevented it from 
degenerating into a vice, On this ground we justify the somewhat paradoxi- 
cal regret with which we set out. 

From the time of Heron, when the Jews adopted dicing and other modes 
a amusing themselves from the Greeks, down to modern tines, we have rap = 
“people fartoo much addicted to games of chance of manifold kinds, Iem- 
Perate in all things else, in this respect we cannot claim the same praiseworthy 
Noderation. The fascination of gambling seems irresistible to the Jew 
aS to his Gentile neighbour, !

Ip Men spend their days at it, and men and women 
their nights. What hope is there of a rise in the general tone, when one all- 
absorbing vice resolutely holds the field and bars the way to all advance ? 

We do not minimise the difficulties in the path of all efforts at improve- 
ment. Speculation in the good sense lies at the basis of successful industrial 
enterprise, On the other hand, men and women must be amused. The chief 
forms that this amusement takes have not varied much for many centuries, 
and games of chance hold a foremost place among them. They are usually 
simple, make no severe. intellectual demands—we are not alluding now to 
scientific card-playing—and seem to place everyone on an equality. The 
chances on both sides seem fair. Other amusements are possible only to those 
who possess a certain education and natural talent. Cardplaying can be 
indulged in by all, ignorant and educated alike ; and no really adequate sub- 
stitute can be easily suggested. Nor would we suggest drastic attempts, 
We would 


certainly not recommend the adoption Of the Puritanical device in accordance 


which must be doomed fo failure as past experience amply shows, 


with which religious emblems or moral and educational lessons pictorially con- 
veyed, were substituted for the ordinar, marks that distinguished the four 
suits of playing-cards. Logic, spelling, arithmetic, morality must be taught 
by other means thaii by familiarising the young with the handling of packs of 
cards.

We can quite see the harmlessness ot these amusements under certain r 
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tricted conditions. A game of cards is quite consistent with a high mora 
tone, for it is not everyone who plays to win his neighbour's money. Yet 


card-playing under the most stringent safeguards is very liable to 
abuse. It cannot be denied that gambling even in its mildest form developes 
the least amiable qualities of the human character, and at the best is a com 
plete waste of time. 

If we can only speak regretfully of the prominent part that Jews have 
chosen to take in the devotion to gambling, we may well be proud of the 
noble efforts that Jews have made to destroy it. Convocation recently made 
a series of suggestions for remedying the current prevalence of gambling in 
England. It was at once pointed out in our columns that every one of 
these proposals had already been anticipated in Jewish congregations. 
Parents and teachers are to remonstrate with \odividual boys and‘ girls under 
their care. Well, many a Jewish father even on his death-bed earnestly impressed 
on his ehildren the duty of abstinence from gambling. Gambling, said 
Convocation, is associated with drunkenness ; Jewish devotional books have 
asserted the same connection and condemned both vices jointly. “ Rejoice,” 
says one of these books, “ but not after the fashion of heathens ; by over- 
eating, drankenness and gambling.” From the earliest times it has ‘been 
declared immoral by Jewish authorities ; they have refused to associate with 
gamblers or to admit them to the congregation. hut. their efforts were 
in Vain. 

Gambling, as we have recently seen’ it in the cases brought before the 
police-courts, in dens of poverty and. for the most paltry stakes, obviously 
owes much of its attraction to the fact that it is an ea av form of amusement. 
That the poor should imitate the rich in using clubs for the purpose is but a 
further proof that the social instinet is perhaps at the bottom of the vice. Men 
come together and gamble because they are unable to find any other method 
of passing their time. Itis often simply ignorance of other forms of amuse- 
that leads tothe fata! plunge. Hence if we think seriously of undermining 
the formidable strength of the ogre that threatens to clasp everyone within his 
grasp, we must do so by actively encouraging and not merely tolerating the 
healthier pastimes ‘suitablé for youth. Isaac Bickerstarr rightly said : 
* To be well diverted’is the safeat guard to innocence.” 


JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 

Mr. Israe] Abrahams, M.A., President of the Jews’ College Literary Society, 
read a paper on “Sir Walter Scott,’ ata meeting of the Society on Sunday last 
Mr. Israel Gollancz, M.A.. presided. After some preliminary remarks, the lecturer 
who was heartily greeted, said :—I shall have to call attention to some of the par- 
ticulars in which the novelist’s hand was wrongly guided in writing of Jews and 
Judaism, I must speak of slips due to haste and the absence of comveatable inform- 
ation, and even of palpable errors. But the more pleasing task will also be mine of 
pointing to the faithful and generous treatment that the same subjects received at 
his band. Evenif his errors were more numerous and flagrant than they sre, we 
can never ceasre to be grateful to him for the creation of Rebecca—at the very 
heyday of his fame and when a new Waverley novel was the absorbing event of the 
time If this romantic sentiment sometimes led him astray in matters of fact, it 
directed him aright in matters of heart. He conceived all the noble qualities that 
a noble girl should be endowed with, he conjured up all the natural graces of form, 
the purity of motive, the strength and the frailty that should belong to the most 
womanly of women, and into a garland of glory he wove them for the brow of his 
fairest and most fascinating of heroines—the Jewess Rebecca. If I am to speak of 
Scott's treatment of matters Jewish, lam practically limited to this one work. viz. 
‘Tyanhoe.”’ With the exception of Yoghlan in “ Kenilworth” and a couple of 
characters in “ Woodstock’? and ‘“ Peveril of the Peak,” none of which latter 
actually appear on the scene, Scott introduces no Jewish persons into his numerous 
novels. If the suggestion of his friend Mr. Skene led to such happy results in the 
case of ‘‘ Ivanhoe,” why, it may be asked, did not Scott repeat the experiment and 
turn his Jewirh idea to greater account! The answer is plain enough to those who 
are not unfamiliar with Scott's method. To quote his own fayoréte lines 

If it is not well bobbit 
We'll bob it again. 

cott never repeats his successes ; it is only his failures that he makes a second 
effort to redeem. He wrote the “ Talisman’”’ as its eub-title informs us “a tale of 
the Crusaders,” because the * Betrothed,” which also bears the same sub-title, had 
been generally condemned, and witha briiliant victory wiped out the memory of 
the earlier disaster. Scott was nota man of one idea like so many of our most 
popular novelists of to-day. With them, success in one direction leads them to 
continue in that same direction, from She. that-must-be-obeyed until She-that-can't- 
have-pa‘d, and to make repeated efforts at failure which they attain sooner or later, 
usually sooner. With Scott it was otherwise ; Rebecca was a charming and popular 
success, and he had too limitless a control of his invention to need to harp for ever 
on one sweet string, Hence he never made Jew or Jewess again fill a prominent 
place in any of his novels. But though there is thus a paucity of Jewish characters 
in the Waverley novels, the allusions to Jews and Jewish history are abundant 
enough even outside of “Ivanhoe,” and though I have absolutely nothing original 
to say, I propose to make use of these in the disjointed remarks that follow. From 
Rabbi to Camp-follower, from Physician to Usurer,from Pharisee to Cabbalist. 
from Princely Merchant to Old-clothes-man, Scott knew something of us all, and, 
granted that he had an intimate acquaintance with none of us, he was yet on 
speaking terms with most. 

Some of what may be termed the most glaring of Scott's errors, slips I mean, 
whose inaccuracy is apparent on the very surface, are not due so much to want of 
knowledge, as to too much knowledge on Scott's part. He tells us himself that 
while his memory played him many a trick where serious matters were concerned 


he never forgot a sriatch of song nor a line from an old dramatist aus

Even a misbelienmey” 
would shudder at the food which you seem to eat with as much relish as if . - 
fruit from the trees of Paradise.” Scott frequently recurs to this fact which wa 
specially impressed on the novelist’s memory by another circumstance, It ma ee 
be generally known that the Scotch at one time’felt the same Tepugnaucy hae 
in respect of eating pork; it is of course only what one might bases rp 
nation long ruled by a line of kings descended from the royal honse af ty 
Another point, however, in which Scott palpably erred has not hitherto been traced 
to its true sources. This is the choice for his Jewish characters of names such as 
Lareth, Isaac's kinsman at Sheffield; or again “the rich Jow in the town cf 
Leicester, Kirjath Jairam of Lombardy,” or Sheva, Isaac's brother, and eo forth 
These impossible names are not of Scott's invention, The first two are taken ho 
Marlowe's “Jew of Malta,” where “ Kirriah Jairim ” is the great Jew of Greece 
and Zaareth one of Barabas’ brethren. Sheva on the other hand is borrowed hen 
Richard Cumberland’s once famous play the “ Jew,” which must indeed have been 
popular seeing that, apart from its frequent representation on the stave of D 
Lane, the British Museum possesses seven editions of the play published between 
1794 and 1801, besides further issues of subsequent dates. As regards Scotts 
Jewish names, his sole share in the matter was to amend Marlowe's spelling and to 
put Kirjath for Kirriah, the result being that his man is more like a town thay 
ever. I have no wish, on the other hand, to assert that Scott never introduce. 
etrauge blunders of his own. Thus the old witch-doctress Mother Micreyen in the 
“ Abbot,” is introduced to us as follows: “She was dressed in a long dark-coloure! 
robe of unusual fashion, bordered at the skirts anion the stomacher with a sort of 
white trimming resembling the Jewish phylacterics on which were wronght th 
characters of some unknown tongue.” Scott is confusing the /fsifsith with the 
tephillin, (imagine a woman wearing either!) and the mistake is elementary 
enough for a school boy to detect. We may, therefore, leave such points to schoo! 
boys, and may at once pass from these important mistakes, of which there are but 
few, in Scott's romances. 

The lecturer then read a passage from the “ Talisman,” viz., a letter from Sala- 
din to Richard I., in which the important but familiar subject of Jewish physicians 
in the Middle Ages is introduced. It is true, said Mr. Abrahams, that Adonbes ¢ 
Hakem, Saladin’s physician, is a spurious perronage, and no other than Saladin hia- 
self ; and therefore the whole letter may have been a blind. Still Scott can harily 
have been aware of two circumstances, when he penned those lines in which 
Saladin depreciates to Richard the skill of the Jewish doctor. For Richard himself 
Was anxious to persuade the great Maimonides to attach himself to his suite a 
private physician. One's imagination is lost in the wild thought of what might 
have happened to Western Europe and to England if Maimonides had accepted 
Richard's invitation. And, secondly, Meimonides was nominally physician to Saladin 
himself, or rather to Alfadhel, Saladin’s enlightened Vizier ia Cairo, In“ Ivanhoe, ' 
however, Scott speaks most eulogistically of the Jewish physicians of the Middle 
Ages, Not satisfied with chronicling the fame of Jewish doctors of the male ser, 
Scott would have us believe that Jewesses as.well were as a regular thing initiated 
into the mysteries of medicine, and were in fact skillod in the healing art. Mis 
generous ascription of this art to his heroine, Rebecca, may perhaps be placed on 4 
par with her skill in speaking Hebrew, which she does readily. Curiously enough 
on the other hand, her father writes in Hebrew characters—which is. much mor 
probable. The Jews at this period spoke the vernacular ina pure and refined styl. 
Yet Scott, bearing this in mind, makes Isaac use the barbarism of “ moneys’ for 
“ money,” a barbarism which became part of the traditional vocabulary of the stage 
Jew, who always speaks of his “monish.” Another Jewish character appears = 
“ Kenilworth,” where we meet with Zacharias Yoghlan, a chemist residing neat the 
riverside in London, Mr. Lucien Wolf has noticed the curious fact that Scott 
should place a Jewish chemist in London in the reign of Elizabeth—a fact which he 
ingeniously suggests, has been confirmed by recent research into the history of the 
queen's physician , Lopez. But I am afraid, said Mr. Abrahams, that the introduction 
of the character was a mere anachronism on Scott's part. For the incidents related 
in “Kenilworth” occurred in the i8th year of Elizabeth's reign 7+. 1516, and 
Yoghlan as we have seen asserted that he had traded in London for forty years, +“

saott naturally adopted the Gospel view of the Pharisee, and more than once 
employs the term in its conventional senee as a term of reproach. Men with preten- 
sions to superior purity of couduct and morals, displaying an affected austerity in 
gress and manners, are In “ Peveril of the Peak ” likened to the Pharisees of old 
«who made broad their phylacteries and would be seen of men to fast.”’ How 
merely conventional this was in Scott's mouth is clear from what we saw above that 
the author had no idea what phylacteries were. So, again. we may expect to find the 
conventional contract between the New Testament as the law of love, and the Old 
as the law of stern justice, “‘ My brother,” tays Bridgnorth to Edward Christian 
salthough I participate thy purpose and have aided thee against this Moabitish 
woman, I cannot but think thy revenge is more after the law of Moses than’ alice 
the law of love.”” But Scott could not allow this prejudice to pass unrebuked for 
long ; and at once lets us see how superficial is the benevolence professed by Bridg- 
north. “ This comes well from thee, Ralph Bridgnorth,” retorts Christian, “ from 
thee, who has just smiled over the downfall of thine ownenemy.” Almost thesame 
contrast is drawn between the two religions elsewhere ; so, “ Judaical obserrance of 
the Sabbath *’ is another phrase to the detriment of Jews, In all these cases, how- 
ever, the representations of Judaism are hallowed to his eyes by their appearance 
in the New Testament ; they are not of Scott's invention. With one solitary excep- 
tion, yiz., in the “Heart of Mi llothian,” where Scott, des ribing the Cated of 
Dumbiedikes declares that he was “ no absolute Jew, and did not cheat her in making 
the bargain more than was tolerable,” except in this passage and in one sentence of 
“St, Ronan’s Well "—with these solitary exceptions I make make bold to assert that 
Soott norhere adopts the prejadices against the Jews current even at his day, h 
nowhere lends the authority of his name even in jest to the perpetration of injurion 


sotions regarding them. And when one remembers that there are not more than 


three of the Waverley novels in which notices of Jews or passing allusions to them 


Jo not occur, then, even had he not written “Ivanhoe.” and pat the seal of his 
genius on his kindliness towards a wronged race, he would have deserved ‘well of 
Jews. 

When I say that Scott dces not accept the medieval or more modern prejudices 
against Jews, I would not have it thought that he ignores them altogether’ To one 
who sought to present a true picture of the times, such a course was impossible, 
Scott does now and again allude to these prejudices ; but he does so to ridicule them 
and [am not for the moment thinking of “Ivanhoe” at all.

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NEW FACTS ABOUT OLD FABLES. 
bles of Alsop, as firet printed by William Carton in 1484, with those of Avian 
again edited and induced by JosErH JacoBs, (Two 

Vols. London, David Nutt, 155%.) 

In these two beautiful volumes, daintily printe, illustrated, and bound, 
Mr. Joseph Jacobs has reproduced the edition of Aisop's Fables which Caxton 
issved from bis prees at Westminster in 1484. Only the second volume, however, 
is occupied with the fables theineelves. The first, which rans to some 390 
pages, is Mr. Jacobs’ original work, dealing in a most thoroughgoing maoner 
with the “ History of the Axopic Fable.” in this work, as in his recent edition 
of the “Fables of Bidpai,” Mr. Jacobs has been serving two masters, bat with 
unproverbial success. He has presented the English reader with classical texte 
and the folklorists with mines of wealth. Great, however, as was the value of 
Mr. Jacobs’ earlier «ffort, it ie fairly eclipsed by his present mre important con- 
tribution to the acience of folklore. Loumbler students haveevery reason for 
gratitude, for Mr. Jacobs does two things. Ie theoriser, and very ingeniously 
too ; but beyond that he supplies with untiring industry all the available facts 
on which theory must be based and by which it must be tested. The value of 
his works on folklore is therefore independent of the strength of his theories ; 
for his facte remain facts which time will not render obsolete. And tiese facts 
Mr. Jacobs marshalls with a dexterity almost beyond praise. His tabular sum- 
mary, entitled by him the “ Pedigree of Caxton’s sop” is the result of wide 
and arducus research, complicated by the mort puzzling and contradictory factore, 
Yet the whole is presented in so simple and intelligible a manner, that the reader 
has no difficulty in taking the whole in at a glance. His indices, and synopsis 
of parallels ; the mass of helpful information in the appendices and notes, his 
subtleness of analysis, the grasp of complicated materiale, and keenness of in- 
sight constitute Mr. Jacobs’ work at once a scholarly compila'ion and an original 
treatise. 

We do not propose to do more than to indicate some of the questions 
specially interesting to Jews with which the Fables of Alsop are surrounded, 
and to hint at the answers suggested by Mr. Jacobs. Some of the latter will be 
found to have a peculiar relation to the history of the Jews in England. 

The schoolboy who is just beginning to read Latin usually has the fables of 
Pbhadrus put into his hands. J/is chief difficulty is to construe the text. The 
various interviews between the wolf and lamb, between lions and foxer, and 
other members of the brute creation, present deeper problems however than the 
school-boy dreams of. M. Hervieux was the firet in modern times to attempt 
the solution of these problems, and Mr. Jacobs narrates the story of his efforts 
with a detail into which we cannot now follow him. We must paes over much 
which has only a general, when there is so much more that poscsses a special 
interest for us. 

Mr. Jacobse starts with the datum that Oriental parallels exist fora large 
nomber of fables known under the name of sop. Now the first appearance of 
the lutter in literature dates from the third century of our present era. The 
Bidpai literature in which many of these Oriental parallelé exist can also be 
traced back to about the same date ; and thus the problem seems no nearer to 
solution. But much of the Bidpai literature can be carried back to the Jatakas 
or birch-stories of Buddha, many of whizh are at least as old as 453 B.C, Now, 
Mr. Jacobse argues, if we can trace. some of the Asopic fables to these Jatakas 
the question of origin is perceptibly advanced, Mr. Jacobs proceeds to make 
this important examination most minutely, introducing several passing allusions 
to Talmudic parallels which are very valuable to the student, whether Jewish or 
non-Jewish. The latter class of readers have certainly never before been placed 
in so advantageous a position with regard to Jewieh fables. Here they have 
collected for them as one result of Mr. Jacobs's labours, a mass of detailed stories 
from Jewish sources, such as have never been put together before, Asa rule, 
Englishmen have had to rely on very untrustworthy guides in the labyrinth of 
Talmudic folklore. Authorities who gravely confuse between the Pas-over 


Seder service and the Mishnah, who identify the Tossafot with the text of the | 


Talmud because they happen to be printed on the same page, these blind leaders 
of the blind are all that English readers have hitherto had to rely upon. 

To return to the Jatakas. Having shown the connection of some of the 
Bidpai fables with these, Mr. Jacobs proceeds to inqnire into their date. In some 
of the Jatakas he tinds pre-Buddhistic folk-tales which were afterwards turned 
to a moral purpose bythe Buddhists. These were current in India before any 
real contact between Greeks and Hindoos occurred ; and Mr. Jacobs bas ample 
grounds for his adoption of the view that it- was the Grecks who borrowed from 
the Hindoos, and not vice versa. This conclusion would also incline one to 
suppose an earlier date for these portions of the Bidpai literature which cannot be 
traced further back than 300 c.£, especially as Jewish parallels again tend to 
prove the superior antiquity of Bidpai to Babrius, and turn the scale in favour of 
the Indian origin. It is indeed a blow to suppose so deep an indebtedness of 
Greeks to Indian thought ; perhaps the former were altogether less original 
than we were wont to imagine. % 

The clue to the whole international history of fable ia supplied by the Tal- 
mudic and Midras‘iic literature, Mr. Jacobs makes this statement and proceeds to 
jostify it bya classification of Talmudic fables, for which students will be sia- 
cerely thankfo!. Further investigation might be of service in connection with 
section 5. We will give Mr. Jacobs’ divisions :—(1). Talmudic Fables 
common to the classical and the earlier strata of Indian Fables ; (2). Talmudic 
Fables found among the classical and likewise in the later strataof the Indian 
ones, here Mr. Jacobs incidentally gives a Jewish story parallel to that of Gellert’s 
dog (3). Talmudic Fables found in India, but not among the Classical Fables ; 

4). Talmudic legends found among the Greeks, and not in India : and (5). 

almudic Fables for which there are no Indiaa or classical analogues. In this 
way Mr. Jacobs places before the reader the whole extent of the Talmudic Beast- 
fables, which he rightly believes to be borrowed from Indian sources, for “ where 
the Greek and Indian forms of the Fables common to the three differ, the Jewish 
form agrees with the Indian, not the Grecian.” | 

How did these fables reach Judea from Iodia? There is mention in the 
Talmad of some “ fablesof the Kolsim’ which K. Jochanan ben Zaceai was 
studying. Kobeimmeans “ washermen,” and though “ washer women” might 
have made sense, the “ washermen ’ seem out of their element. But,as Mr. 
Jacobs quotes stronz evidence to show, there is an established Greek tradition 
that the Libyan Fables were collected by acertain Kibyses. The identity of 
the Aobsim with the last-named Libyan is obvious ; but its very obviousness is 
due to Mr. Jacobs’ lucid arrangement of the facts. The fables of Kibyses were 
derived from the Jut:kas, and in this way the thirty Beast-fables of the Talmud 
found their way to Judea, for these, too, are probably identical with the Libyan 
Fables. Space will not permit our accompanying Mr. Jacobs apy further on this 
track ; for we must utilise what remains to indicate another of the editor's 
original theories, of particular moment to English readers.

According to Mr. Jacobs this Berachya lived and wrote in England toward 
the end of the twelfth century. The grounds on which Mr, Jacobs bases thie 
conclusion are as follows: (1) The earliest mention of him occurs in the w . 
of an English Jew who died before 1215. (2) His other translation ig the eid 
of an Eoglishinan of the twelfth*century. (3) The authorities he qaotes, 
and Solomon Parchon, are those gererally quoted by English Jews - Ton Bar, 
indeed visited England in 1158. (4) England was the seat of a school i 
Punctuators in the twelfth century. (5) Berachya sometimes uses French the 
language of the English Jews of the time. (6) The oldest MS. of the Fables 
eeems never to have left England. (7) There isin the Record Offixe mention 
of a certain Benedictus le Puncteur (—Berachya ba-Nakdan) iu the reign of 
Richard I. 

These are striking results which must for the present merely be chronicled 
We may return to some of the points involved ona future occasion, and may 
find that we cannot accept some of Mr. Jacobs theories. Bat be that as it may 
there can be no manner of doubt that Mr. Jacobs’ work ie the most valuable con. 
tribution to the study of AZsopic Fable, and indeed of the fable in general, that 
bas ever been published in Eogland. By it Mr. Jacobs has made a place for 
ee in the very tirst rank of contemporary workers in the domain of scientific 
folklore.
